Questionnaire is the sire of four crops of foals old enough to race. In his first three 
crops were 44 foals, of which 35 have started and 30 have won. Three others placed and only 
two foals from three crops which started failed to win or place. In his current crop of 2- 
year-olds are 15 foals, 11 of which have started and eight are winners. One other has 
placed. From his total 59 foals in four crops Questionnaire has 46 starters, 38 winners, 
four others which have placed, and only four which have been unplaced in all their starts (an 
average of only one starter to each crop which did not win or place).

Frozen Assets 


NE day last week the New York Times asked 
Frederick J. E. Klees, registrar of The Jockey 
Club, how the registration of Thoroughbred foals 
of 1940 was coming along. Mr. Klees reported 
that, up to November 6, there were 6,100 foals 
registered, about 300 more than had been ac- 
counted for on a corresponding date in 1939. A 
total of 6,256 foals of 1939 had been registered by 
last week. So one may presume that the regis- 
trations for 1940 eventually will total more than 
6,500. Which brings us back to harping on an old 
theme. 

During the seven years beginning with 1930 and 
ending with 1936, the average annual registrations 
of Thoroughbreds amounted to about 5,100 foals. 
Even with the greatly increased amount of racing 
throughout the country in this period this rate of 
production was enough to bring about a big over- 
supply of horses on American race tracks. 

For the four years beginning with 1937 and 
ending with 1940 the registrations will average 
nearly 6,000 a year, and the prospect for the im- 
mediate future is that the number of registrations 
will reach even higher. There may be a slight 
increase in the amount of racing in the future. 
There may also be a slight increase in the average 
purse for the country as a whole. But not by any 
extension of the imagination, short of absolute 
nonsense, can one suppose that the future will 
provide racing opportunities for so many foals as 
are now being produced in North America. 

It is as plain as the ears on a jackass that the 
tempo of Thoroughbred production in the United 
States has been stepped up too fast. It is quite as 
plain that the tempo of elimination, by one means 
or another, must be stepped up. 

Breeders of Thoroughbreds, as a group, have 
kept their eyes closed to this fact during the last 
few years. They can now afford to open one eye 
long enough to do some elementary arithmetic. 

Let us assume that it takes at least 10,000 
broodmares to produce 6,000 foals a year. We are 
not particularly well versed in Thoroughbred mor- 
tality statistics, but we feel safe in assuming that

not more than 10 per cent of these mares are like- 
ly to pass out of the picture in the course of a 
year. That would be, say, 1,000 defections per 
annum. 


Now, in a crop of 6,000 foals there will be at 
least 3,000 fillies. If the habits of recent years 
are followed, nearly all of these which arrive at 
marriageable age with a sound generative system 
will be retired to the stud for the purpose of pro- 
ducing Thoroughbreds. We would have replace- 
ments of at least 2,000 fillies a year to fill in the 
gaps left by the disappearance of 1,000 older 
broodmares. The average breeder will need to 
open only one eye to see that the problem of over- 
production has only just begun to trouble. 


American racing is not going to expand to the 
point where more than 10,000 broodmares are 
needed to furnish horses for our race tracks. It is 
not at all likely to expand to the point where more 
than 1,000 replacements are needed annually for 
the broodmare ranks. Hence, if breeders wish to 
keep their business on a fairly level economic keel, 
they are faced with the monstrous problem of 
eliminating from the stud book two-thirds of 
every crop of fillies. 


No so-called “plan” of elimination is going to do 
this job. It must be done by individual breeders 
under the compulsion of economic pressure. It 
must be realized that there are thousands of Thor- 
oughbreds in America which, for all practical pur- 
poses, are just horses. Their pedigrees are frozen 
assets, and there is no thaw in prospect. 


But fortunately the country now needs a great 
many animals which are just horses. Hunter 
breeders need Thoroughbred mares. Cattlemen 
need Thoroughbred mares. The range needs bet- 
ter stock for which Thoroughbred mares might 
provide a foundation. The Army needs more 
horses. Riding clubs need more horses with Thor- 
oughbred ancestry. Apparently everybody needs 
more and better horses except those who breed 
horses for racing. . . . Let us be realistic enough 
about the matter to tear up a few thousand pedi- 
grees and improve several breeds at once, includ- 
ing the Thoroughbred.

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HUNTS RACING 


United Hunts 


HE election day meeting of the United Hunts 

Racing Association at Belmont Park got 
gcod weather and a fast track, with a resultant 
attendance of nearly 11,000, and wagering of 
$425,978, which may be the highest betting ever 
recorded for an amateur meeting. The principal 
event was the Temple Gwathmey Memorial 
Steeplechase Handicap, which G. H. Bostwick’s 
*Cottesmore won, as was expected, but more 
easily than had been anticipated. 


The first race, a twe-mile steeplechase, was 
won by Groton Stable’s Canio (Caruso—*Diana 
D., by Roi Herode), which beat G. H. Bostwick’s 
favored West Haddon, by Neddie, three lengths. 
E. J. Husted’s Rosarium, by Palais Royal, was 
third. A 114g-mile flat event, under claiming 
cenditions, went to J. W. Brown’s Young Country 
(Ariel—Geisha Girl, by *Huon), his fourth vic- 
tory of the season. J. T. Maloney’s Grebe, by 
St. Brideaux, was second, and Bristol Stable’s 
Granduce, by *Grandace, was third. 

A sprint for 2-year-olds was won by C. H. 
Thieriot’s cutsider Jacopus (*Jacopo—Sceptical, 
by Buchan), bred by his owner, with Victor 
Emanuel’s stakes winner Omission, by Jock, sec- 
ond, and Nelson I. Asiel’s The Fiend, by Diavolo, 
third. A seven-furlong sprint, under graded han- 
dicap conditions, went to J. Pepp’s No Sir (Sor- 
tie—-Fib, by Westy Hcegan), with S. A. W. Bal- 
tazzi’s White Mask, by *Masked Marvel II, in 
seccnd place, and Gustave Ring’s Rumba Gus, by 
Saxon, third. 


The Cherry Malotte Steeplechase resulted in a 
victory for Mrs. Gwladys Whitney's Red Rain 
(Pennant—Dustemall, by *Chicle), which first 
gained public attention in 1935, when he dead- 
heated in the Saratoga Special and later won the 
Hopeful Stakes. L. W. Robinson, Jr.’s Parma, by 
Messenger, was second, and H. E. Talbott’s Big 
Rebel, by Sir Andrew, was third. The last race 
of the day was for amateur riders, over a 114- 
mile course. Richard K. Mellon’s *Longchamp II 
(Vatout—Sally Switch, by Spearmint) was the 
winner. It was his first success at a race track, 
but he had won his only other start in the United 
States, a 112-mile race at Rolling Rock in Oc- 
tober. R. Lehman’s *Gulliver II, by Xandover, 
was seccnd, beaten a length after going to the 
front in the last quarter-mile, and C. Mahlon 
Kline’s *Argentino, by Le Val d’Enfer, was third. 


*Cottesmore Again 


In discussions of the “horse of the vear’’ last 
week the name of George H. (Pete) Bostwick’s 
*Cottesmore kept coming up, though there is 
little likelihocd that any other than a flat racer 
will be voted into that doubtful eminence. But 
certainly *Cottesmore stands out in his class as 
no flat racer does this season, with the possible 
exception of the juvenile filly Level Best. He 
was beaten in his first two starts last spring, 
then ran up a series of five straight jumping vic- 
tories, the last of them the most smashing of Any. 
This was in the Temple Gwathmey Memorial 
Steeplechase Handicap ($3,000 added, 4-year-olds 
and up, about 24% miles) at the United Hunts 
meeting November 5, in which he carried top 
weight of 163 pounds. Ossabaw (162) started in

front and drew into a good lead, but *Cottesmore, 
ridden by F. Slate, soon went to him and raced 
him into submission. At the twelfth fence, tir- 
ing from the pace, Ossabaw landed badly and 
threw his rider, and Mrs. Gwladys Whitney’s Gay 
Charles (156) feli over him, unseating Jockey T.

Pickering Hunt 


Five races made up the program at the Pick- 
ering Hunt, at Valley Hill Farm, Valley Forge, 
Pa., on November 2, and the meeting had good 
going, good weather. The first event, named the 
Bailey, Banks, and Biddle, was a 3'-mile timber 
event, with Perry Penson’s Lady Empyreal (*Coq 
Gaulois—Empyreal, by Superman) being returned 
the winner by five lengths over H. R. Owen’s 
Ante, an 11-year-old daughter of *Durbar II. 
Mrs. W. J. Clothier’s Evr Redy was third and 
last. The seccend race, a 2'4-mile brush affair, 
drew only two starters, and Miss A. M. Dickin- 
son’s *Garrynamona (Duke of Buckingham— 
Souplesse, by Sir Berkeley) won comfortably 
from E. M. Mooney’s Nursery Pranks, by Clap- 
trap. 

J. B. Mull’s Nicholas finished first in the Theo- 
dore Douglas Robinson Challenge Cup, a point- 
to-point race ridden by gentleman riders or mem- 
bers of a recognized hunt, with each rider to 
select his own course. But Nicholas had lost a 
lead pad, could not make the minimum weight of 
185 peunds, and was disqualified. The winner 
was E. Wetherill’s Dark Night, an unpedigreed 
gelding ridden by his owner. W. M. Large’s 
Textyler was second and B. C. Betner, Jr.’s Black 
Sam was third, both ridden by their owners. 

A twe-mile brush race went to Mrs. Willing 
Bromley’s experienced Planter’s Punch (Haste-— 
Trumpet, by *Trompe la Mort), which won his 
first start this year, failed in six succeeding ones. 
N. D. Cleland’s Emma’s Pet. by *Gauntley, was 
second, and Richard V. N. Gambrill’s Telemark, 
by Petee-Wrack, was third. The Pickering Chal- 
lenge Cup (31! miles, timber) was won by John 
Strawbridge’s Bungtown (*Coq Gaulois—-Mary 
G., by Go'den Maxim), with another son of *Coq 
Gaulois, E. M. Cheston’s Coq Noir, beaten only 
a neck. Arthur I. Meigs’ Miltiades, by Rath- 
beale, wes third and last. 


Muddle at Middleburg 


Exactly what happened in the Glenwood Na- 
tional Steeplechase (three miles, brush) at the 
Middleburg Hunt meeting November 9 will prob- 
ably never get on the record. About all that on- 
lookers, confused themselves, could say was that 
it was confused. There were three starters, Rich- 
ard V. N. Gambrill’s Tioga (*Pot au Feu—Essie 
Bey, by *Athdara or *Wigstone), Mrs. Lauren M. 
Hamilton’s Longitude, by Meridian, and Mrs. 
Louis E. Stoddard’s *Milano II, by Apelle, the 
latter keing the favorite. Apparently the course 
was incorrectly posted at the judges’ stand, and 
after the race began an attempt was made to cor- 
rect matters over a loudspeaker system, with 
judges and volunteer spectators waving the con- 
testants this way and that. Sidney Watters, Jr., 
riding the favorite, eventually became so un- 
certain that he pulled *Milano II up, the gelding 
having already refused one fence. Longitude got 
off the course entirely, losing his rider, and Gerald 
Webb, one of the editors of the Middleburg 
Chronicle, mounted him and managed to finish. 
Tioga, by correctly following the wrong course, 
finished in 6:37. The stewards of the meeting 
went into a huddle, finally awarded $1,000 first 
money to Tioga, nothing to the others. There is 
an English rule, sometimes applied in America, 
that a loose horse in an amateur steeplechase can 
be mounted by a spectator, who can claim what- 
ever portion of the purse he earns, but this, it was 
decided, did not apply at Middleburg. 
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The R. Penn Smith, Jr., Challenge Plate (31% 
miles, timber) went to C. E. Turrte’s Blockade 
(Man o’ War—Rock Emerald, by Trap Rock), 
which won the Maryland Hunt Cup three times 
for Mrs. E. Read Beard. He scored by a length 
and a half over Mrs. Frank M. Gould’s Hold 
Forth, by *Dan IV, which converted what looked 
like a very close finish into a galloping one by 
taking an extra fence in the stretch. Hugh J. 
O’Donovan’s Justa Racket, by *Royal Canopy, 
was third. 

The Oakham (11% miles, hurdles) opened the 
card, and resulted in a half-length victory for C. 
Mahlon Kline’s *Argentino (Le Val d’Enfer-Ar- 
gentee II, by *Belfonds), which ran the distance 
in 2:40%4, the fastest time in five years. Groton 
Stable’s Burgoman, by Burgoo King, was second, 
and John Hay Whitney’s Trade, by *Royal Min- 
strel was third. The Saughton Lodge (1% miles, 
hurdles, went to Mrs. Stoddard’s Star Bramble 
(Chimney Sweep—Star White, by *North Star 
III), which won by six lengths from Richard K. 
Mellon’s Never Surprised, by Pharos. J. Brooks 
Parker’s Hants, by *Strathleven, was third, this 
being the first time in two seasons he has been 
worse than second. 

A two-mile brush race, the Dresden, went to 
Groton Stable’s Canio (Caruso—*Diana D., by Roi 
Herode), a winner at the United Hunts meeting 
earlier in the week. Mr. Kline’s Tarbrush, by 
Sun Beau, was second, and Rokeby Stable’s Meet- 
ing House, by *Sun Charmer, was third. 

The last race of the day, a 1!2-mile flat event, 
was won by Mrs. Willing Bromley’s *Shot Gun 
(*Teddy—-Why Marry, by Bachelor’s Double), 
with John Hay Whitney’s The McClain, by *Royal 
Minstrel, second, and Rokeby Stable’s *Flying 
Friar, by Friar Wile, in third place. 

Weather and going were very good, and a 
crowd of some 3,000 persons gathered at the Glen- 
wood course. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


HE current meeting at Rockingham Park, 

scheduled to end with the racing of Novem- 
ber 16, is likely to be somewhat more profitable 
than the 1939 venture, not because support is 
higher but because there are six days more of it. 
The 30-day fall meeting last year had a daily 
average turnover of $226,853. The first 30 days 
of the current meeting showed almost exactly 
the same average, and there are six days of rac- 
ing remaining. There were reports that horse- 
men were petiticning for a further extension (the 
present meeting includes a 12-day increase over 
original dates), as horsemen sometimes seem to 
do when a track is making money, but reports 
from the track indicated that there would be no 
extension, since New England weather becomes 
extremely unpredictable in November. 


The November 9 program was featured by a 
$1,500 overnight handicap at 114g, miles and a 
$2,000 handicap at sprint distance. The sprint 
went to Mrs. C. C. Winters’ Night Editor, an ex- 
tremely useful Stars and Bars gelding which has 
won eight races and nearly $20,000 this year. The 
longer race went to another from Mrs. Winters’ 
stable, Patrol Scout, by The Scout, which ran his 
year’s record to five wins, his earnings to just 
under $10,000. It was no day for favorites, Night 
Editor being the only one to succeed. 
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SALES 
Maryland Fall Series 


HE general average for the third series of fall 

sales in Maryland was little more than one- 
half of the 1939 average, and if only cold figures 
were considered, the sales series would have taken 
a tremendous drop, far out of proportion to the 
decrease in other markets this year. The figures 
point in the right direction, but they do not cor- 
rectly indicate the distance. 

In 1939 there were dispersals from H. H. Cross’ 
Tranquility Farm and the estate of Ral Parr; in 
1940 there were no consignments of anything like 
corresponding class. The 1939 average was $693 
a head for 203 horses; with the Cross and Parr 
horses omitted, the average was $463 for 162 
head. In 1940 the average, for 240 head, was 
$369. Generally speaking, the 1940 stock included 
more inferior stock than did the 1939 sales, and 
when all factors are considered, it seems reason- 
able to suppose that the Maryland market is off 
no further than the Saratoga or the Lexington 
markets. 

One of these factors is that Marylanders have 
discovered that virtually any sort of horse, pro- 
vided it can put its weight on all four legs, can 
be moved in the fall sales. Perhaps the price will 
be from $25 to $50, but the stock is sold. There 
is little excuse for the destruction of hopeless 
stock in Maryland. Riding academies, hunter 
dealers, and people who want a horse—any kind 
of horse—provide outlets for animals which could 
not get bids in any other market except a stock- 
yard sale without pedigree. Directors of the sale 
are not particularly pleased to have it filled with 
the sweepings of the farms, but the trend is hard 
to stop. Possibly it is not even advisable to stop 
it, for many of the cheap horses which go out of 
the Maryland sales ring go out of the racing scene 
for good and all. But as long as it continues the 
average of the Maryland fall sales will be very 
low in comparison with other markets in which 
virtually every purchase is expected to race or 
to produce racing prospects.

At Sagamore Farm 


HE Maryland fall sales series began on the 

evening of Wednesday, November 6, at Al- 
fred Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm, at Glyndon. 
Mr. Vanderbilt inaugurated last year the practice 
of selecting, several months in advance, a group 
of yearlings to be sold in the fall, and this year 
the catalogue included not only his own horses

but a consignment from the Lexington farm of 
his cousin Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney. 

During the evening 44 head, mostly yearlings, 
were sold for $40,850, average $928. Mr. Vander- 
bilt sold 18 yearlings for $13,775, average $765. 
His 1939 offering of 26 yearlings had brought 
$23,450, average $901. Mr. Whitney, who was 
shifting from Saratoga to the Maryland sales for 
the first time, sold 26 head in all for $27,075, 
average $1,041. The 14 yearlings offered by Mr. 
Whitney brought $14,350, average $1,025. He 
also sold seven broodmares for an aggregate of 
$6,375, five horses in training for $6,350. 

By far the largest price of the night was the 
$3,700 paid by Henry Knight, owner of Alma- 
hurst Farm near Lexington, for the yearling filly 
by Equipoise out of Enactment. Mr. Knight went 
on to pay also the second and third largest prices 
of the sale, $2,700 for Black Gnat, a three-quarters 
sister to Top Flight, and $2,100 for the 13-year- 
old mare Rueful. Among the Vanderbilt year- 
lings the highest price, $1,350, was paid by John 
E. Kenney, of Aiken, S. C., for a colt by Identify 
out of Hurrying Along, by Gallant Fox. Sum- 
mary:

Thursday Evening, November 7 


HE first of the three night sales at the Timon- 

ium Fair Grounds, just north of Towson, was 
held on November 7, saw a total of 52 head go 
through the ring to bring a general average of 
$170. This was extremely low, being well under 
the $261 average of 1939. However, with the ex- 
ception of the stock consigned by Labrot and 
Company, the offerings were chiefly of low class, 
the broodmares were well advanced in years, and 
a good deal of the younger stock was frankly of- 
fered as being suited to hunting and jumping, 
rather than racing. Even after this is considered, 
however, prices were below the 1939 level, as 
instanced by the fact that a young Man o’ War 
mare, making the highest price of the night, went 
for only $1,200, being purchased by Humphrey S. 
Finney for the account of a Kentucky breeding 
farm. The sale was very well attended—in fact 
the arena was uncomfortably jammed—and bid- 
ding was brisk. But it was in terms of $5 and $10 


bids in most cases. 


The Labrot consignment included 13 brood- 
mares, which averaged $256, 11 weanlings which 
made an average of $124, and two yearlings which 
averaged $400 each, both going to Carey P. Win- 
frey, of Laurel, Md. The entire consignment of 


26 head averaged $211. The summary:

UST outside the Pimlico paddock on the morn- 
ing on November 8 there were 39 head of 
horses in training offered, the entire sale amount- 
ing to $20,530, an average of $526 a head. This 
was again a drop from 1939, when the paddock 
sale averaged $783, but again the class of horses 
offered was probably not as high.

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PEDIGREE POINTS 


By J. A. Estes 


1,000 to 1 


FEW days ago I had a visit from an intelli- 

gent young man, an agricultural specialist 
with engineering training. He had read what I 
had written about race mares and broodmares, 
but his ‘old man,” who had had a lot of experi- 
ence, had told him differently. According to the 
“old man,” racing was bad for prospective brood- 
mares, and besides it didn’t tell you anything 
about what kind of broodmares they would be. 

Now this young man had a broodmare. She 
had never raced. She was by a sire which had 
no distinction as a racer and, if he ever got a 
winner, concealed it too well to make it worth 
my while to look for it. Her dam was equally 
undistinguished. The young man wanted to know 
what I would suggest as a mate for this mare, 
something that would give him a good chance to 
raise something better than a selling plater. I 
immediately quoted him odds of about a thousand 
to one against such a mare producing such a 
horse. That was, possibly, a slight exaggeration 
of the actual gamble, since in breeding Thorough- 
breds practically anything can happen. But I 
would not suggest to even a young man that he 
try to live long enough to determine by trial and 
error just how far wrong I am. 

Racing class, demonstrated or apparent, is the 
best guide in the selection of breeding stock, ac- 
cording to The Estes. After there has been 
enough progeny to race, the performances of such 
progeny become more important than ‘racing 
class. Pedigrees and family particulars are of 
value only in providing a basis for guessing the 
potential racing class (and hence the potential 
productive value) of horses and mares, especially 
mares, which failed to race or which failed to 
show conclusively their potential class. Other- 
wise pedigrees are strictly bait for suckers. 


A Sample From 1940 


O demonstrate the thesis just stated I have 
taken perhaps a hundred samples in the past. 
Let us take another, from the racing of 1940. 


During the current year, as new names showed 
up among the best 2-year-olds and the best 3- 
year-olds, I have kept a sort of box score in which 
I have set down various items concerning these 
racers, such as foaling dates, birthrank, ages of 
sire and dam, dam’s racing record, an offhand es- 
timate of the dam’s pedigree, etc. Some of this 
box score, perhaps, can be published when the 
year’s record is complete. But just now I would 
like to show how these racers fall into groups ac- 
cording to the racing records of their dams.

The list given above does not pretend to be 
altogether thorough in separating the sheep from 
the goats. It has been made up during the year 
as one or another racer gained distinction, if 
only momentary. But it will serve for the time 
being. 

There are 69 horses on the list. They can be 
classified as follows according to the racing rec- 
ords of their dams. The column at the right is 
a rough approximation of the distribution of 
broodmares in the average of the breed.

There are a few loose joints in the table. It is 
not always possible to draw the line between the 
classifications of “good winners” and just win- 
ners. Among good winners I have included mares 
which either placed in stakes, won a large num- 
ber of races, or showed exceptional speed. Nat- 
urally I must have overlooked a few extra good 
mares among those now classified under ordinary 
winners. (The only trouble with racing charts 
as a guide to breeding class is the fact that they 
cannot tell the whole story.) Also, the figures 
for the average of the breed are, to a large ex- 
tent, guesswork. But if anyone wishes to revise 
my estimates he is welcome to do so; he will 
hardly be able to move them far enough to gain 
any comfort from the rearrangement. 

Now what have we? 

Stakes winners, which constitute about 3 per 
cent of the broodmare population, have produced 
18.9 per cent of the best 2- and 3-year-olds here 
assembled. Other mares almost equal in racing 
class, and constituting certainly not over 10 per 
cent of the broodmare population, have produced 
another 18.9 per cent. Mares which won, but 
without distinction, have produced just about 
their mathematical proportion of the stakes win- 
ners. None of the other three classes has pro- 
duced its mathematical share. The heaviest ad- 
vantage is with the stakes winners, the next 
heaviest with the class of mares just below stakes 
winners. 

Let’s have a look at some of the mares in the 
lower classifications. Consider the horses out of 
mares which placed but failed to win. Maemante’s 
dam had already produced two stakes winners. 
Air Brigade’s dam had produced nothing but win- 
ners. Mrs. Punch’s dam was placed third in the 
Bretby Stakes in England as a 2-year-old, and 
was bred to show her best class at two. Zacha- 
rias was a first foal. Little Risk’s dam had al- 
ready revealed her worth as a broodmare by pro- 
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ducing two stakes winners, including the poten- 
tially great Sky Larking. Fairy Chant’s dam 
had produced one stakes winner, Woof Woof’s 
dam, two stakes winners. Witchlike’s dam had 
had nothing but winners. 

Take next the unplaced mares. Magic Stream’s 
dam raced only twice, was the only non-winner 
her dam produced, and had had only one previous 
foal. Bimelech’s dam had already proved herself 
one of the great producers of the century. True 
Call’s dam had produced one stakes winner. Shine 
O’Night’s dam had no special distinction. 

Now the non-starters. Blensign’s dam had 
produced five winners, including one stakes win- 
ner. Chicuelo’s dam had produced four stakes 
winners. Swain’s dam had produced Doubt Not, 
a stakes winner this year. King Cole’s dam had 
produced a stakes winner, was known to be a very 
fast mare. Harvard Square and Omission are first 
foals. Whirlaway’s mother had had two stakes 
winners, including the top-notch Reaping Reward. 
Stimady’s dam had raced at hunts meetings, had 
no special distinction. Among the 3-year-olds, 
the dams of Gallahadion and Parasang had no 
special distinctions, but the dams of each of the 
others had produced at least one previous stakes 
winner, and Fenelon’s mother, *Filante, was the 
dam of six stakes winners before Fenelon. 

Thus I submit that at least 60 out of the 69 
stakes winners were out of mares which, either 
through the racing test or progeny test, had al- 
ready indicated their worth as broodmares. 

I submit further that, in none of the instances 
not accounted fer by racing or previously demon- 
strated breeding class did the pedigree of the dam 
provide any dependable evidence of the worth 
that these mares have now demonstrated. 


Bold Irishman 


HE latest arrival among the top-flight 2-year- 
olds, Wheatley Stable’s home-bred Bold Irish- 
man, is an excellent example of the value of rac- 
ing class as an indicator of breeding class. His 
dam, Erin, was, I suppose, the best filly ever sired 
by the prolific Transmute, whose winners are 
legion. It is also to be noted that Dit, which is 
perhaps the best colt got by Transmute, is out of 
the good stakes-winning mare Ingrid. 

How completely even the best sires must de- 
pend upon mares for their reputations is sharply 
illustrated here, with reference to *Sir Gallahad 
Ill. Bold Irishman, his only 2-year-old stakes 
winner in America this season (the get of this 
great sire are not especially precocious), is out 
of a stakes winner. Among his older stakes win- 
ners, Roman is out of the stakes winner *Buckup. 
Fenelon is cut of *Filante, which had produced 
six previous stakes winners, and Fighting Fox is 
out of the even more phenomenal producer Mar- 
guerite. Only the Kentucky Derby winner Galla- 
hadion arrived without advance notice from his 
dam’s record; Countess Time did not race and 
had had only one earlier foal. 

Consider, too, the record of Man o’ War this 
year. Man o’ War is one of the greatest sires 
alive today. But in 1940 he is represented by only 
one stakes winner, Salaminia—which is out of 
Alcibiades, probably the best filly of her year and 
already dam of a top-notch colt, Menow, and a 
top-notch filly, Sparta.

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Sale in Tennessee 


The largest sale of Thoroughbreds held in Ten- 
nessee in recent years was the dispersal of Rogers 
Caldwell’s horses on December 5, 1930, when 58 
head brought $51,605, average $1,407. The sale 
was necessitated by the collapse of one of the 
largest financial organizations in the South. In 
the following decade Mr. Caldwell again accumu- 
lated a sizable group of broodmares and other 
stock, operating under the name of Brentwood 
Stables, Inc. 

Now Mr. Caldwell has decided to retire from 
the field of breeding and racing Thoroughbreds, 
and his Brentwood Stables horses will be dis- 
persed by public auction in a sale to be held 
Wednesday morning, November 20, at Brentwood 
House Farms, Brentwood, Tenn., seven miles 
south of Nashville on the Franklin Pike. The 
sale, to be held under the auspices of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, will include also 10 head from 
Regan Farms, Inc., and one each consigned by 
Mrs. John M. Branham, Edward Potter, Jr., and 
Dr. John B. Youmans. 

Brentwood Stables will sell 22 broodmares, six 
weanlings, 10 yearlings, and nine horses in train- 
ing. Regan Farms will offer five mares, two 
weanlings, two yearlings, and the 3-year-old Rain- 
ing, by Thundering. Most of the mares in the 
catalogue have been bred to Thundering, Sun- 
patic, Hecla (whose only foal of racing age is the 
good winner Clarksville), and *Man O’Night, a 
very successful young horse owned by Mrs. Bran- 
ham. Among the Brentwood mares is the 11- 
year-old Late Date, by *Hourless out of Herd 
Girl, by Colin, bred to *Man O’Night. Late Date 
won 21 races and $37,325, including the Enquirer, 
Homewood, Independence, Latonia Inaugural, 
Royal Palm, and Washington Park Inaugural 
Handicaps.

MARYLAND 


Pimlico 


HE first full week of the Pimlico fall meeting 

was favored by excellent weather, cold during 
the first part of the week but always clear and 
fair, and the deficit occasioned by a somewhat 
weak Pimlico Special was rapidly made up. By 
mid-week Pimlico was running some 10 per cent 
ahead of the 1939 fall meeting, and the later days 
of the week should have continued the increase. 


The program on November 9 was featured by 
the Grayson Stakes, an allowance event at 11% 
miles, which went to Mrs. Dion K. Kerr’s Virginia- 
bred True Call, with no more difficulty than 
Jockey H. Mora was put to to shut *Abbe Pierre 
off on the far turn. Quite possibly True Call 
would have won in any case, for she had a good 
deal left at the finish, but of course Mora could 
hardly be sure three furlongs out. A supporting 
race, at 144, miles for a $1,300 purse, went to 
George D. Widener’s Birch Rod, a home-bred by 
Pompey which was backed at odds-on. A six- 
furlong Class C handicap was won by J. W. 
Brown's T. M. Dorsett, a *Cohort colt which had 
to win a photo finish and survive a claim of foul, 
lodged by Jockey J. Harrell, who claimed T. M. 
Dorsett had borne over on his mount, Equistar, in 
the stretch. Last race of the day was another 12- 
furlong event, this time for platers, and Tower 
Stable’s Dnieper, the favorite, was a handy win- 
ner. A maiden race which opened the card was 
won smartly by King Ranch’s Itabo, a first starter 
by Bold Venture, and third 2-year-old by the 1936 
Kentucky Derby-Preakness winner to succeed this 
year. 

The remaining five days of the meeting have a 
stakes each day. Most important are the Manly 
Steeplechase Handicap, which may or may not 
draw *Cottesmore on November 13, the Walden 
Stakes for 2-year-olds on November 14, and the 
15,-mile Bowie Handicap, with $10,000 added, on 
closing day, November 15. On November 16 
Maryland racing enters its final stage at Bowie, 
with the Thomas K. Lynch Memorial Handicap 
featuring the first day. 


Rough Pass at Long Odds 


At the end of the 1939 racing season J. Yancey 
Christmas’ Rough Pass was ranked among the 
best 2-year-olds of the season, with only eight 
colts ahead of him in John B. Campbell's Experi- 
mental Handicap. Through the 1940 season his 
reputation gradually declined as he went to the 
post time after time without scoring a win. On 
November 5, with 105 pounds up, when he went 
to the pest for the fifteenth running of the Riggs 
Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
13,, miles) at Pimlico, his record for the season 
showed that he had started 16 times, that he had 
finished in the money en four occasions but had 
not won. Opposed by a field of good class, he left 
the gate with odds of $37.40 to $1 against him 
in the totalizator, took the lead at the start, was 
rated in front by J. Harrell, and drew away in 
the last furlong to win by three lengths. 

Nene of the most favored members of the field 
of 10 threatened Rough Pass at any stage of the 
race. Circle M Ranch’s Get Off (117), the favor- 
ite, was under restraint in the early stages, and 
made no response when called on by George 
Woolf. Belair Stud’s Foxbrough (115) forced the 
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pace to the eighth-pole, then tired and fell back. 
Greentree Stable’s Hash (126), the top-weight, 
was off slowly and finished well, but only got 
fourth money. Shandon Stable’s Burning Star 
(113), which had been last through the first six 
furlongs, got through on the inside and made a 
sustained drive through the stretch which netted 
second place, three lengths behind the leader, half 
a length ahead of another longshot, J. O. Keene’s 
War Beauty (3, 101), which had a length and a 
half advantage over Hash. The others in order 
of finish were Foxbrough, War Plumage (110), 
Get Off, Inscoelda (10912), Honey Cloud (110), 
*Abbe Pierre (3, 100). Time, :241%, 1:12%, 
1:3845, 1:5935, track fast. Stakes division, $10,-

Rough Pass scored his Riggs victory at an op- 
portune time to advertise the Maryland Fall 
Sales. It was at these auctions that J. Yancey 
Christmas, of Upper Marlboro, Md., picked him 
up, in the fall of 1938, for $275. He was bred at 
the Virginia farm of Robert Sterling Clark. In 
two seasons he has started 30 times, won seven 
races, finished four times second, five times third, 
and earned $27,660. *Ephyre is also dam of the 
winners Ephod (in England and Belgium), Boul- 
der, and Epha (Lambton Stakes). Quadrille pro- 
duced the winners Cotillon and Danaos and the 
preducers Aqua Viva and *Amphitrite. Queenie 
won and also produced the winners Quenouille

Mrs. Arthur White’s 
Bay Dean (140) made the pace at first, with 
Evander B. Schley’s *Dolly’s Love (146) as 
runner-up, while the favorite was rather well 
back. After the turn of the field *Dolly’s Love 
moved up to the leader, and the two ran head- 
and-head into the last quarter-mile.

Clean Win for Harvard Square 


When the Sagamore Handicap ($2,500 added, 
2-year-olds, six furlongs) came up at Pimlico 
November 8, Arnold Hanger’s Harvard Square 
(116) was, so to speak, half a stakes winner, hav- 
ing dead-heated with Mettlesome for the Remsen 
Handicap at Jamaica on Columbus Day. He did 
not have to share the Sagamore, winning com- 
fortably, clear of his field. 

When the field went to the post Crispin Ogle- 
bay’s Ocean Blue (118) was a 4-to-5 favorite, on 
the strength of a galloping six-length victory in 
his first start on November 4. In that maiden 
victory, Ocean Blue had defeated the Texas-bred 
Hy-Cop by six lengths, after the Hygro colt had 
made the early pace. In the Sagamore Hy-Cop 
(112) was again the pacemaker, and Ocean Blue, 
driving this time, beat him about seven lengths, so 
there was no real reversal of form. Ocean Blue 
waited just behind the pace, went to the front as 
Hy-Cop faltered, seemed ready to come out for 
another easy victory.

Ocean Blue was four lengths 
ahead of J. E. Widener’s Misty Isle (118), and 
Mrs. E. G. Lewis’ Magnificent (115), a Virginia- 
bred *Challenger II colt which has shown charac- 
teristic early sluggishness and characteristic fin- 
ishing ability, was fourth.

Melbourne Cup 


OST famous horse race in the southern hemis- 
phere is the Melbourne Cup, a two-mile han- 
dicap in which the great racers of Australia and 
New Zealand since 1861 have competed. Among 
its famed winners was Carbine, which in 1890 won 
the race under the record burden of 145 pounds. 
Archer won the second running under 142 pounds, 
Poitrel triumphed in 1920 under 140, and Phar 
Lap carried 138 when he won the 1930 renewal. 
Peter Pan had up 136 pounds in his 1934 victory. 
But with such realistic handicapping of champ- 
ions the rule rather than the exception, the Mel- 
bourne Cup many times falls to a horse with low 
weight and long odds. Such was the case this 
year, according to brief cabled reports of the 
1940 running, which took place on Tuesday, No- 
vember 5. The winner was Old Rowley, a com- 
paratively undistinguished racer which went to 
the post at 100 to 1, equaling the longest price 
ever laid against a winner of the race. On two 
previous occasions, in 1871 (The Pearl) and in 
1936 (Wotan), the winner had been held at 100 
to 1. 

Second at the end of the two miles was Maikai 
and third was Tidal Wave, both comparatively 
unimportant in previous racing. The favorite, 
Beau Vite, carrying top weight and presumably 
a tremendous amount of public support, judging 
from his excellent record, finished fourth. 

The winner, Old Rowley, is a 7-year-old chest- 
nut gelding by The Buzzard out of Svceonelle, by 
Syce (by Cyllene—Skyscraper, by Velasquez or 
Ayrshire out of Chelandry) out of Ardonelle, by 
Ardon out of Beryl, by The Australian Peer, 
fourth dam Beatrice, by Goldsborough. The sire 
is English-bred, but along the bottom line the 
pedigree is Australian a long way back. The 
Buzzard, which raced in England under the name 
of The Bastard, is by Spion Kop (by Spearmint, 
son of Australia’s own Carbine) out of Valescure, 
by Swynford. Syceonelle was a stakes winner in 
Australia in three seasons, her wins including the 
Queensland Guineas. Old Rowley himself had 
raced with moderate success for several seasons, 
his best previous win being in the 244-mile Aus- 
tralian Jockey Club Handicap, worth £950. 


RACING IN AUSTRALIA 


The following interesting comment came in the 
form of a letter to the editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
from Gwyn Jones, of the staff of the HERALD, 
published at Melbourne, Australia. 


N your issue (31/8/40) mention is made of a 
race of two miles and three-quarters at Chi- 
cago and of horses being distressed by the dis- 
tance and heat. Similar occurrences are not un- 
common in our longest handicap race, the Austral- 
ian Cup, of two and a quarter miles, run at Flem- 
ington every March. 

Some years ago this race, which is worth £3,000, 
was run on a day when the temperature was in 
the vicinity of 105 degrees and some of the run- 
ners simply knocked up a long way from the post 
and one of them, a mare named Mince Pie, col¢ 
lapsed on the track and was so upset by the heat 
and the distance that it required large lumps of 
ice and a bottle of champagne to get her back to 
her stall. 
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Mince Pie was never any good again on the race 
course but she has been useful as a stud proposi- 
tion. In Australia today the flair is more for 
speed than stamina but all the same we have 
some great stayers. Only yesterday at Rand- 
wick Beau Vite (by the English horse Beau Pere) 
won the Metropolitan Handicap at Randwick, run- 
ning the 13 furlongs in record time for Australia 
-—2:42, and as he packed 9st 41b [130 pounds] and 
is only a 4-year-old, you can realize that he is a 
great horse and a great stayer. After the race his 
owner, Mr. Ralph Stewart of New Zealand, 
promptly declined an offer of £10,000 for Beau 
Vite, who is now a hot favorite for the Melbourne 
Cup of two miles to be run at Flemington (Mel- 
bourne) on November 5. Beau Vite already has 
9st. 1lb. [127] in that race but will be re-handi- 
capped up to 10lb. for his win at Randwick yes- 
terday. The Beau Pere horses have been some- 
thing of a sensation in Australia and New Zea- 
land and in the autumn one of his yearling sons 
was sold in Sydney for 3,500 guineas. 

Ajax, who is by the defunct Heroic, a son of 
Valais, is still our glamor horse. Now a 6-year- 
old, he had his 44th start on Saturday at Flem- 
ington and carried his stake-winnings to £40,000. 
Ajax has been unplaced only once, so it is little 
wonder Australians always flock to see him. Ajax 
is now fourth on our list of great stakes-winners 
and is the only entire to have won £40,000 in 
Australia or New Zealand. Racing, despite the 
war, is progressing amazingly in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne and attendance and betting are bigger 
than ever. For instance, when the Randwick 
spring meeting began on Saturday last, the at- 
tendance was 26,000 larger than the correspond- 
ing day last year and totalisator figures soared 
from £45,000 in 1939 to £80,000 on Saturday. 
Bookmakers are doing bigger business than for 
years and the main spring double at Randwick— 
Beaulivre and Beau Vite—was backed for nearly 
£100,000 but Beaulivre broke down in his race and 
once again the bookmakers realized how they are 
protected. The A J C Derby of £5,000 was run at 
Randwick on Saturday and was won by Pandect, 
whose owner, Mr. John Wren, a millionaire sports- 
man, had been trying to win this race for 40 years. 
Pandect is by Pantheon, who died a few months 
ago. 

I thought these few facts of wartime racing in 
Australia may interest you. Wishing yourself 
and your interesting paper continued success,

Remedy for Rough Pass 


Rough Pass, one of James Yancey Christmas’ 
bargain horses, surprised by winning the Riggs 
Handicap at Pimlico November 5. For some time 
he had been held back in training because of kid- 
ney trouble, and several urine specimens had been 
sent to Cornell University laboratories for analy- 
sis. J. A. Manfuso, best known to racing as the 
owner of Aneroid, has a medical supply house, and 
a kidney medicine for human consumption is 
among the products, a medicine which has been 
used with some effect on several of the Manfuso 
horses. A formula strengthened but otherwise 
unchanged was tried on Rough Pass about three 
weeks before the Riggs, and he began to improve 
after the first few doses. The product is not to be 
marketed for equine use, probably can be obtained 
if anyone insists enough. 
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AN IDEAL HORSE FOR AMERICA 


An article by “Cardigan” published recently in 
the HERALD, Melbourne, Australia. 


SUGGESTION that Ajax should be sent to 
America to compete against the best race 
horses in that country was made today by Mr. 
Cc. V. Whitney, chairman of Pan-American Air- 
ways, and one of America’s best known racing 
men. 
“My, he’s a real horse,”’ said Mr. Whitney, al- 
most to himself, when he inspected the champion 
at F. Musgrave’s stables at Caulfield. 


Mr. Whitney, who came to Melbourne as a 
member of the party of American businessmen, 
saw Ajax so that he could compare Australia’s 
best race horse with the best in the United States. 


Musgrave stripped Ajax for the visitor and Mr. 
Whitney walked round the champion, and closely 
inspected him before he said a word. 


“Is he a sound footed horse?” he asked Mus- 
grave. 


“Yes,” answered the trainer, “he has legs of 
steel and is as sound as a bell.” 

“I like Ajax’s disposition,” said Mr. Whitney, 
“and he appears to be a bigger horse than most of 
our great horses of recent years—Seabiscuit, War 
Admiral, and my own champion, Equipoise. But 
with all his size and bulk, he has superb quality, 
and he is in great condition.” 

Mr. Whitney photographed Ajax several times 
and asked Musgrave several questions about the 
champion’s record; the longest distance he had 
won at; the amount of stakes he had won; and his 
breeding. 

The visitor pointed to the many different col- 
ored spots on Ajax’s chestnut coat—they are grey 
and black—and said that in the States such horses 
were called the “Bend” or “Spots.” [Apparently 
& copyreader’s misinterpretation of Bend Or 
Spots. ] 

Mr. Whitney said that he was sure Ajax was a 
great horse. 

“But,” he said, turning to Musgrave, “the only 
way to find out how good he really is, is by inter- 
national competition. Send him to America and 
let him meet our best horses. I am sure that he 
would do well, as so many of our best races are 
run at distances varying from seven to 10 fur- 
longs.” 

Musgrave told Mr. Whitney that Ajax had 
never been trained to run distances beyond a mile 
and a half. ‘But I have no doubt that he can 
stay,” said the trainer, “and no horse I have ever 
seen had so much speed.” 

“Then he would be an ideal horse for America,” 
said Mr. Whitney. 

Phar Lap was mentioned and Mr. Whitney said, 
“I was terribly sorry when I heard of Phar Lap’s 
death. At the time my champion, Equipoise, was 
the best of the American horses, and I was anx- 
ious that the two should meet in a special race 
or two at some of our best race tracks. 

“Equipoise was a grand galloper and he had a 
splendid action, galloping very low to the ground 
with his tail held straight out behind him. 

“Strangely enough, all his progeny have the 
same peculiarity, and the best 2-year-old in Amer- 
ica this season is one of his sons.” 

Mr. Whitney, who is a member of the New 
York Jockey Club, and the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association, has in addition to a large 
team of horses, extensive stud farms in Kentucky, 
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C. V. Whitney gets an eyeful of Australia’s 
great middle-distance performer Ajax. Mr. Whit- 
ney thought Ajax would be an ideal horse for 
racing in the United States, but Ajax’s owner 
plans to keep him at home. 


His 
racing colors—brown jacket and blue cap—are as 
well known in America on the major tracks, as 
Ajax’s colors are in Australia.

REMOUNT BREEDING 


HE Thoroughbred Club of America met Satur- 

day, November 9, at the Lafayette Hotel, 
Lexington, in its first session since the annual 
testimonial dinner honoring Warren Wright on 
the evening of October 10. Speaker was Col. 
Thomas J. Johnson, former chief of the Remount 
Division of the United States Army, now operat- 
ing Polohunt Farm in Woodford County, Ken- 
tucky. Colonel Johnson was pinch-hitting, he 
said, for Lt. Col. Frank Carr, in charge of the 
Remount’s Lexington headquarters, of whom he 
said, ‘I consider Colonel Carr the best horse 
buyer the Remount has had in my memory.” 

Reviewing briefly the history of horse buying 
in the Army, Colonel Johnson said that before 
1850 horses were bought locally as needed by the 
various military units, but that before the Civil 
War the Army had set up a purchasing division. 
The Remount as now known was organized after 
the World War. 

“Before we went into the World War,” Colonel 
Johnson said, “foreign armies sent commissions 
here to buy horses. The British agent reported 
to his government that cavalry horses did not 
exist in the United States. They bought artillery 
horses here but went on to Australia for cavalry 
stock. We went into the war, combed the coun- 
try, furnished a lot of horses, the artillery horses 
being good, the others so-so.” 


The speaker went on to recount briefly the or- 
ganization of the American Remount Association 
before the World War had ended, the passage of 
the bill in 1920 which authorized the Remount 
Division now functioning, and the progress made 
in the subsequent 20 years. ‘There has been a 
great improvement in American horses,”’ he said, 
“due primarily to the Remount breeding plan. 
Horses which 20 years ago would have been given 
a high rating by Remount standards would be 
turned down by today’s standards. We are paying 
today an average of $165 for cavalry horses, and 
we are getting good ones. Most of this buying is 
done in the West; a man couldn’t make money 
here in Kentucky selling the type of horses we 
want at the price we pay. 

“We have out today about 680-odd Remount 
stallions. And I have some figures here which 
will surprise you. Since its first stallions were 
placed in 1921 the Remount has produced about 
one and one-half billion dollars worth of horses, 
counting only the produce of Remount stallions. 
These one and one-half billion dollars worth of 
horses were produced at a cost to the Government 
of half a million dollars. I don’t know of any 
other Government appropriation on which there 
has been such a return.” 


Mechanization of warfare, Colonel Johnson 
stated, had not cut down the use of horses in war. 
In our own Army, he predicted, we shall see the 
pendulum swing back toward the increased use of 
horses, ‘because it has happened in every other 
country.”” The Remount breeding program, he 
thought, should be ‘‘continued, even increased, for 
there is no doubt in my mind that foals of today 
will be bought by the Army four years from now.”

HE last sale of the 1939 fall series was a dis- 

persal of the horses of the estates of Ral 
Parr and H. H. Cross, and these brought by far 
the highest prices of the sales, the diminutive 
Victory Morn, which went to Maxwell Howard, 
topping the sale at $21,600. In 1940 there was 
no such sale, and the Saturday night offerings 
were of about the same class as those of the pre- 
vious evenings, the consignment from Mrs. David 
Buckley’s High Acre Farm at The Plains, Va., 
improving the class a little. There were 51 head 
to sell for a total of $9,505, an average of $186, 
which was thus higher by a small margin than 
that of the previous evenings. There were fewer 
extremely cheap horses, $60 being the lowest of 
the evening, but there were no high ones either, 
and the $550 which Blakley Lodge paid for the 
Grand Time—*Toiard colt was the highest of the 
evening.

General Observations 


HE five sessions of sales held under the man- 
agement of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As- 
sociation resulted in a rather low average in all 
divisions, and it would not be remarkable if horse- 
men from other sections estimated it either as a 
bad sale or a sale of bad stock. Actually it was a 
rather good sale, and in the main consignors were 
as pleased as consignors ever are. The real point 
is that it was a sale which could hardly have been 
held in any other section. At Lexington many of 
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the offerings would have passed through the ring 
without a bid, even from Johnny Muth. At Sara- 
toga the buyers would have passed out of the pad- 
dock. But Maryland, Virginia, and nearby sec- 
tions are as deeply interested in riding and hunt- 
ing as in racing, and horses which by breeding or 
conformation showed any likelihood of being able 
to jump found a ready market, if not a rich one. 
The result was that Maryland breeders were able 
to sell, at prices ranging from $25 to $250, horses 
which in non-jumping and non-riding Kentucky 
would have had to be sold at stockyard sales with- 
out pedigree. With the aid of Humphrey S. Fin- 
ney, who knows virtually every horseman in the 
section and most of their business, this repre- 
sentative of THE BLOOD-HORSE was able to trace 
at least 84 head which have left the race track 
and the stud book forever. It is not impossible 
that a few fillies may straggle back, but in the 
main they are eliminated, to the betterment of the 
breed, and to the betterment of riding stock also, 
in all probability. They went to hunter dealers, 
owners of riding academies, private individuals 
who want a horse or so to hack or hunt with, and 
a few owners who will train them to race at hunts 
meetings. After the first night’s sale at Timonium, 
several horsemen from other sections remarked 
that it was a shame that so many cheap animals 
should continue to take up stall room or to pro- 
duce Thoroughbreds. Actually about half of them 
will do neither, and before the Maryland sales are 
compared with those of Lexington, for instance, 
it is necessary to lift out all those which would 
either be destroyed on the farm or sold as work 
horses in a section in which riding, hunting, and 
showing were less important. 

Bidding was brisk, though cautious. Probably

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less than $100, and it would sometimes take four 
or five bids to get to $100. A bidder who was 
willing to go to from $1,000 to $2,000 to obtain a 
horse would nevertheless start at $100 and raise 
by hundreds or fifties. Often there were 20 or 
more bids on one horse. But they were coming 
fast enough, with the usual number of persons 
trying to bid against themselves, and competition 
was keen, though sometimes expressed in $5 
raises. 

Auctioneer George Swinebroad, of Lancaster, 
Ky., who has been handling the Maryland Fall 
Sales for the last three seasons, kept the bidding 
going in lively fashion. Maryland buyers and 
consignors alike are pleased with his handling of 
the gavel, say so again every year. Milton Dance 
assisted him by spotting bids in the audience, and 
Humphrey S. Finney, whose title of field secretary 
for the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
does not begin to express the scope of his activi- 
ties, did the announcing, supplementing the cata- 
loguing occasionally with his own wide knowl- 
edge of Eastern-bred horses. When it was all 
over, most of the consignors were pretty well 
satisfied that all of the other consignors had had 
about as good sales as the quality of their stock 
deserved. 


Notes of the Sales 


All of the C. V. Whitney broodmares sold in the 
first night’s sale were in foal. 

David N. Rust, Jr., who purchased *Gino from 
the Kilmer dispersal, has the stallion now at his 
Rocky Ridge Farm near Leesburg, Va.

Edwin R. Johnson, who bought the Equipoise— 
Astralobe colt from the Vanderbilt consignment, 
is a son of “The Big Train,’”’ the famous baseball 
pitcher Walter Johnson. 

There were only two bids on the Equipoise— 
*Aporoma filly in the C. V. Whitney consignment. 
Henry Knight raised an opening bid of $100 to 
$1,000, and there was no contention. 

The Discovery—Purr filly in the C. V. Whitney 
sale was knocked down at $700. Two persons 
claimed the bid and she was brought back, going 
to W. E. Johnson for $750. 

The Discovery—Whispette colt which L. B. 
Sheppard bought for $1,000, had an abscess under 
his jaw, which was pointed out to bidders before 
he was sold. 

Charles C. Jones got the broodmare Fluffy for 
$225. There was a bid of $250 on her, but the 
hammer was a split second ahead of it. 

It took 21 bids to sell Rueful. Opened at $100, 
she went up by hundreds to $2,100, at which figure 
Henry Knight got her. Black Gnat was started 
at $200. She went up by hundreds to $2,700, went 
to Henry Knight. 

Thomas Piatt bought Summer Day for $1,000. 
She came into the ring carrying her head side- 
wise, having got it caught in a starting gate when 
in training as a 2-year-old. Said announcer Fin- 
ney: ‘She doesn’t breed with her head.” 

Hugo R. Hoffman’s broodmare Paulotta was 
sold for $75. It turned out to be to a patron who 
was waving his catalogue at a friend. The mare 
was brought back and went to A. C. Foreman 
for $50. 

The yearlings consigned by H. L. Strauss were 
sold under an unusual arrangement. There were 
nine consigned, of which only five were to be sold 
in any event. It was announced that there was a 
reserve on each, which was “not more and some- 
times less than was paid for each at Saratoga.”

Not until bidding had ceased was it announced 
whether a sale had been made. Only one was sold, 
going for $650, to E. Smith, a Washington Negro, 

Negro Trainer Raymond Smart, who bid on sev- 
eral yearlings and got two, is a son of the well 
known Matt Smart. Matt, according to his own 
story, walked 27 miles to Charleston, S. C., when 
he was nine years old, to get his first job with 
horses, under the late William P. Burch, father of 
Preston and Selby. His possessions were a pina- 
fore and a big straw hat. He is retiring now, at 
about 70, with two apartment houses in Wash- 
ington. 

L. R. Colbert, the owner of Ned Reigh, pur- 
chased several mares. He is building up a small 
establishment at his farm near Fredricksburg, 
Va., will sell the yearlings he breeds. 

G. C. Tuke, of Hot Springs, Va., who bought a 
number of the offerings, is a dealer in hunters. 

Danny Shea made several purchases for C. G, 
Lang, whose Lang Valley Farm is at Glen Arm, 
Md. 

Since Humphrey S. Finney was formerly farm 
manager for Labrot and Company, a few sur- 
mised that the purchases he made (four mares) 
from the Labrot consignment were being bought 
in. This was not true; the mares were bought 
for the account of a Kentucky breeding nursery. 
Mr. Finney says that no Labrot offerings have 
ever gone back to the farm except a few legiti- 
mately purchased and then boarded there. 

Gallia, which Janon Fisher, Jr., bought from 
Major Goss L. Stryker’s consignment for $200, 
was immediately resold privately to Miss Rhoda 
Christmas. 

The unnamed 3-year-old filly which Orlando 
Rideout bought from the consignment of Dr. E. B. 
Miller, can be named “for breeding purposes 
only,’”’ without the usual charge for late naming, 
it was announced. 

The *Kantar—Treadhaven filly consigned by 
Labrot and Company hurt herself before the sale 
and was destroyed. 

M. D. O’Banion, who bought a good many cheap 
horses, is a hunter dealer at Glen Mills, Pa. 

The Balladier—Theia colt which Frank Lubano- 
vich bought for $375, had been named Opportunity 
by the time the sale was held. He is a half- 
brother to High Breeze. 

Janon Fisher, Jr., bought the Gallant Mac— 
Sweepstick filly from Miss Mary O’Fallon’s one 
horse consignment, resold her privately to S. O. 
Graham, of Purcellville, Va. 

Tiverton, from the Gordon Speck consignment, 
was offered without a certificate of health. 
Thomas Brady, one of the larger buyers, got her 
for $30. 

E. C. Eastwood, who purchased several head, is 
connected with the Enterprise Roofing Co., of 
Baltimore. 

V. P. Noyes was the runner-up on the Grand 
Time—Gay Sammette colt which Danny Shea got 
for $325. When Shea made the last bid, Noyes 
shouted across the arena, “Good luck to you, 
Danny.” 

The bay colt by Galloping On—-Witchwoman in 
Mrs. D. A. Buckley’s consignment was announced 
to be “the biggest yearling sold in America in 20 
years.” He was big enough, but there were no 
standards handy. Sydney W. Glass got him for 
$350. 

There was a considerable to-do over Sunny Port, 
14-year-old mare offered by James E. Simmons. 
She was sent to Gay Party to be bred, but re- 
fused the stallion, and was catalogued as “Not 
bred in 1940.” But veterinary examination be- 
fore the sale showed her in foal. This was an- 
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Saturday, November 16, 1940 


nounced in the arena, and Yancey Christmas at 
once solved the situation by saying the mare had 
been bred to Duel, a son of *Challenger II, at his 
place. After all this, John L. Bond, of Clarks- 
boro, N. J., bought her for $65. 

Monologue, which Bloodstock Agency bought 
for $75, jumped out of the van in which he was 
being taken away, spent part of Saturday night 
on the Baltimore-Washington road. Another van 
driver saw him, picked him up, finally got him 
delivered. As one horseman remarked, there is 
no record that a $75 horse ever hurt himself, and 
Monologue did not spoil the record. 

Bloodstock Agency, of Silver Spring, Md., 
turned out to be owned by Todds, Ltd., an organi- 
zation which finances riding schools at a number 
of colleges and universities, owns some 1,800 
horses of all breeds. The policy with the mares 
purchased in the Maryland sales will be to lease 
them out, use the produce to supply riding schools. 
Pedigrees will not matter. 

Thomas Brady, of Cranford, N. J., who bought 
a great many head at the sales series, has a riding 
school at Cranford. 

John S. Brenton, who bought Misinformer from 
the sale of horses in training for $40, remarked as 
he paid for her that if he had had any idea of 
getting the horse he would not have bid. 

Broiler, which Hymie Neusteter bought for 
$1,500 from the horses in training sale, was re- 
sold privately to Benjamin F. Christmas, who has 
set up a farm near Cockeysville, Md., within the 
last year. 

Harvesting, 6-year-old *Sickle horse which Ross 
O. Higdon got for $200, was to become a “Western 
stallion,” it was reported. 

In the 1939 Maryland sales the 10-year-old 
*Beclady, by Knight of the Garter, was consigned 
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by W. Douglas and C. W. Williams, sold for $80 
to R. H. Watt, of Petersburg, Va. When the 
stakes winner Stimady showed up this year, Mr. 
Williams wanted *Beclady back. She had changed 
hands since the sale, had become so valuable a 
show horse that $1,500 was asked for her, and she 
was not purchased. 

Mrs. Edna G. Muir, who bought two mares 
from the sales, is making her first adventure into 
Thoroughbred breeding, doesn’t know yet whether 
she will sell or race what she breeds. She has a 
2,400-acre farm on the Eastern Shore, near Prin- 
cess Anne, Md., has some 20 horses, including 
work stock, Standardbreds, and saddle horses. 

Duke Montour, who purchased a Discovery filly 
from the Vanderbilt sale, is the Sagamore Farm 
blacksmith. He has raced a few horses for a good 
many years. FP.

“He won in all over £14,000 in stakes before he went to the stud in 1938. *Rhodes Scholar 
is by Pharos out of Book Law, so he can be said to have a flawless pedigree, as well as 
being a race horse of the highest class. 

“Book Law herself was a splendid winner of the St. Leger in the year in which Call 
Boy won the Derby and Beam the Oaks. She was got by Buchan from Popingaol, a good 
Dark Ronald mare that went back to the late Lord Rosebery’s famous Chelandry, one of the 
most distinguished members of the great Paraffin family.” (From The Irish Field, Ire- 
land.)
